And if PRINTING was firſt invented at 
Harlem, we, who had then our Staple-Port at 
Antwerp, might probably have It as ſoon as any 
of their Neighbours. 5 
And that we had It from Holland, is clear 
from our Ca ſes and Preſſes being all of the Datch 
Make, till of late Years; and from our Manner 
of Working, in Diſtributing the Letter on 
Hand with the Face from us and the Nick 
downwards; and our making Ink, as the 
Printers there do, to this Day. 
Nor makes it any thing againſt this, That 
we have few or none of thoſe Books, ſirſt printed 
here, extant; ſince moſt of them were either 
Books of Saints Lives, and Legendary Miracles, 
or Books of the Deyottons then in Vogue, or 
| againſt the firſt Reformers. All which Kind of 
Books were either carry*d away by Prieſts who 
[fled beyond Seas, or were deſtroy'd by our Re- 
| formers, in the Heat of their Zeal. However, 
there are ſome pretty old ones yet to be ſeen ; 
ſuch as, Scotland's Complaint, printed at St. An- 
drem's in the Year 1540. And that Printers

After the Reign of the Royal Martyr, our 


noble Art fell into a viſible Decay. Evan Thler, 
who was then King's Printer as well as Robert 


Toung, having printed for the Uſurper againſt 


the King, was jultly forfeited at Scoon, and de- 
clar'd a Rebel by King Charles II. Anno 1650, 


and ſo left this Kingdom: And Duncan Mond, 


Stationer in Edinburgii, had a Gift of King's 


Printer conterr'd on him, which entirely cut off 
Tyler; and Robert Joung, by this Time, was 
dead. But the Ulurper till prevailing, Hier 
made over his Part of the forfeited Gift to 
ſome Stationers at London, who ſent down 
upon us Chriſtopher Higgins and ſome Engliſh 
Servants with him: They printed only 
ſome News-Papers and ſmall Books, and theſe 


very ill done too. After he died, theſe London 


Stat ioners appoint Patrick Ramſay, a Scots-Man 
to be Overſeer of that Houſe: He was a good 
Workman ; but the Maſters living at a Di- 
ſtance, and the Work coming to no Account,

Alfter this, Archbald Hyſlop, a Bookſeller, ſet 
up, taking in with him Malliam Carron a very 
excellent Workman, who advis'd Mr. Hyſiop to 
bring new Materials from Holland, They prin- 
ted Thomas a Kempis very neatly, and ſome o- 
ther ſmall Books; to which is prefix'd ſome- 
times the Name of the one, and ſometimes the 
Name of the other.

Here we ſeem'd again to revive, and aim at 
what we had formerly been: But the unlucky 
Accident, I'm now to relate, gave ſuch a Chock 
to our promiſing Hopes that way, and ſo clogg'd 
our Art, and damp'd all ingenious Attempts 
of advancing It; that *tis a Wonder the Art 
did not periſh here, It being encourag'd only 
in one Houſe, where Intereſt, and not advancing

The Matter came thus about, 
Andrew Anderſon, having printed ſome {mall 
Books at Glaſgow, ſet up at Edinburgh; and pre- 
tended to ſhew the Book ſelling- Printers their 
Loſs of wanting a Man known in the Art to 
overſee their Affairs.

By this Gift the Art of PRINTING in 
this Kingdom got a dead Stroke; for by it no 
Printer could print any thing from a Bible to 
a Ballad without Mr. Anderſon's Licence. He 
indeed printed the greateſt Part of a very good 
Octado Bible Anno 1679, in which Year he dy'd. 
But nothing ſince that Time has been tolera- 
bly well done by his Widow and Succeſſors: 
For even their ſo much boaſted of Pool's An- 
notations and Hlavel's Works, are, in the Eyes 
of Workmen, but Two voluminous Botches. 

After printing of one {mall Bible by the Wi- 
dow and Partners in Company, they diſagreed; 
the Bookſellers apprehending themſelves to be 
wrong'd in this Copartnery, (the general Fate 
of Copartneries) and all of them fold off their 
Shares of the Houle and Gittto Mr. Anderſon's 
Widow, except George Swinton.

| Thus much, Gentlemen, of what Progreſs 
PRINTING has made in this Kingdom to 
this Day. And as to the Gift lately obtain'd 
from Her Majeſty, all J ſhall ſay of it is, That 
tho' Mrs. Anderſon had enjoy'd her extenſive 
Grant upwards of Forty Years,and was become 
rich and old; yet ſhe left no Stone unturn'd to 
{procure a new one: Which Mr. Freebairn and 
being appris'd of, us'd our Intereſt (for the 
Eaſe and Relief of our ſelves and the other 
Printers) to get a Patent in our own Favours, 


which we happily obtain'd. You had no Rea- 


lon to dread ill Conſequences from this Gitt,

| ſtrip our ſelves by Anticipation ; which is done, if we do but take away 
| from our ſelves, by an Indifference, whatſoever we might otherwiſe 
| loſe by Violence. No Man is Maſter of himſelf, ſo long as heis a ſlave 
to any thing elſe. As to Matter of State and Ceremony, we are to lay 
| it utterly aſide, and to conform in our Cloaths and Diet, not ſo much 
to Example, as to Chriſtian Moderation and Virtue. Poverty it 


| ſelf, with good Husbandry, may be improved into Plenty. Let usbut 


| keep our ſelves from Thirſt, Hunger and Cold, Nature asks no more. 
| A Cottage may keep a Man as warm as a Palace; and there is no abſo- 
lute Neceſſity of covering our Bodies with Silk. Is there no quenching of 
our Thirſt, but in Chryſtal ? No cutting of our Bread, unleſs the Knife 
| has an Agat Handle? We may waſh as clean in an Earthen Veſſel as in 
| a Silver, and ſee as well by a Candle in a Pewter-ſocket, as ina Plate. 
| He that values himſelf for his Gold, is inconſuderable without it: How 
| much better were it for us, to ſet our Hearts upon thoſe Riches, which 
neither Fortune nor Death it ſelf can ever take from us? Why ſhould 
| any Man fear Poverty, that has the Treaſure of a Kingdom within 
| himſelf? There is the Kingdom of Heaven, in a good Conſcience. He

To ſee a Man wrapt up in Gold, and Embroidery, 

with a long Retinue at his Heels, and in a ſplendid Equipage ; how wondertuljy 

are we taken with the Spectacle? And yer, alas! all this is but a meer Pomp, 


and Oftentation ot Vanities, chat leave us in the very Moment that they plea 


us: And it is not trom the Schools of the Philoſophers, nor from the Croſs of 
Chriſt, nor trom the Eternal Wiſdom alone, that 1 draw this Obſervation 3 but 
from the World ir felf, and choſe that have moſt courted and adored it. What 
Satisfaction had Haman in all his Wealth, Power and Dignity ? No, no, ſays he, 
(in a full Audience) I reckon all this as nothing, ſo long as I ſee Mordecai ſitting 
at the King's Gate. What a Mockery, what a Blindneſs is this! I have often 
read and heard indeed, that the Pleaſures of the Fleſh and of this World are as 
nothing, compared with thoſe ot Virtue and Eternity; but to pronounce them 
to be as nothing, in reſpect even of nothing it ſelf, this goe a great deal farther : 
So that in effect, in the Contempt of nothing, we do nothing. Bur that we may 
not want Matter to work upon, let us contemn and repreſs our Luſts, that we 
may be better acquainted with Poverty, and learn to meaſure the true Value of 
Things by the Uſe of them. Now the Way to bring our ſelves with Eaſe toa 
Contempt of the World, is to think daily of leaving it. Pride, Ambition, and 
Vain- Glory, are Vices that are very near a-kin: And they are co other Sins, a; 
the Sea is to the Rivers, the Source and Fountain of then all, When a Man 
comes once to de blown up with this Tumour of adoring kimſeli, farewel all Re- 


verence and Reſpect, both to GOD and Man: And if there be no Way co Glory, 
but by Villany and Fraud, by the Ruin or Death of his Brother; That's the Way 


he'Il take without any Difficulty or Scruple, The proud Man is abominable t9 
GOD, and intolerable to Mankind: All his Faculties and Studies are bent upon 
popular Applauſe. He takes wonderful Delight in the Contemplation of his o-˖.

to; for no Man 1s tru)y Honourable, but a good Man, with whom this Titular Honour 


is of no Account, 1ru: Nobility does not advance it ſelf, and the treat Ornament of an 
Ihuſtrious Life is Modelty. Humility goes a great way in the Charicter even of the 
moſt Glorious Prince. It we would bur take a Meſure of our little Bodies; and make 
a Search into our Infirmities, we ſhouid find much to humble us, and very little or no- 
thing to brag of. The FPhilofophers tell us, that the Worid is but a Point; And yet we 
muſt be dividing even of this Point into Kingdoms and Dominions. The Earth we trample 
upon ſhall ere long be laid upon us; and of all our Poſſeſſions, we ſhall have only ſo 
much as will ſerve to cover a cold and rotten Carcaſe. And is not here a goodly Foun. 
dation, think ye, for all our great and mighty Projects ? This Conſideration, methinks, 
ſhould put a Check tv our furious and imſolent Paſſions There's no deſigning of Con- 
quelts, and ranging of Armies, in the Grave. When rhe mad Humour is over, we {hall 
come then (though too late, I fear) to underſtand the Emptineſs of Names and Titles;

Ambition loves to ſhew it ſelf in the Face ot the World; and is 
never ſo well pleaſed as with a Popular Applauſe. When the Bee has made her Honey; 
the Horſe finiſh'd his Courſe ; the Tree brought forth its Fruit; their Buſineſs is at an 
End. But the Min, that is ſtruck with Vain-Glory, accounts all the reſt as nothing 


without making himſelf the Idol of the Multitude, and to be adored, flattered, & pointed 


at by the Ruble. But certainly did we bur daily conſider who they are that commend 
us, we ſhould hardly think them worth our Courtſhip. They are a vain and fickle Sort 
of Men, the Dregs of Mankind, and made up of Phrenſie and Contradiction. They are 
ſnort-liv'd, both the Beſtowers and Receivers of theſe Applauſes.

Or to come nearer, what are we the better for this ſame thing 
call'd Fame, even while we are living 7 A Man is many times commended, where he 
is nor, and tormented where he is. The Value of every thing is in it ſelf, and it ſelf; 
And it is neither the better for a good Word, nor the worſe for wanting ir. The Sun 
would be every Jot as glorious without Spectators, as with them. The Roſe is never the 
ſweeter, nor the pleaſanter ; the Diamond is never the brighter for an Encomium. It is 


ia ſtrong Proof of a generous Mind, for a Man to be content with himſelf, and not to 


depend upon the Breath of the common People for his Satisfaction. He that covets 
Praiſe does nor deſerve it; for what is there in us. that is Praiſe-worthy ? Frail and 
miſerable Wretches that weare! (and at the beſt, but unprofitable Servants.) It there 
be any Man that has the Confidence to juſtifie himſelf, and ſay he has done his Duty; 
Jet him have a care that he be really what he would be thought to be; and that he approve 
himſelf in that which the World eſteems him for. Our Being, Life and Reaſon we owe 
ro Almighty GOD; and the only thing we can claim to our ſelves, is our Iniquity. 
Nothing we are, and nothing we have ro boaſt of; and till we acknowledge this, we 
ſhall never be any thing. The envious Man is not only the Firſt but the greateſt Plague 
to himſelf, he preys upon his own Bowels, betore he meddles with his Neighbours Goods; 
and ir is not in this, as in other Vices, where the Puniſument follows the Sin, for here it 
goes before it, and yer keeps it Company too, for they go Hand in Hand together. A 
Diabolical Affection! Thar another Man's Happinens muſt be my Torment; and that 
which makes him fat, muſt make me lean. In other Sins, we find only an Oppoſition to 
this or that particular Virtue But Envy perverts the very Nature of Things, and pro- 
feiſes open Enmity to all Goodneſs. Firſt, to GOD Himſelf, whoſe Nature it is ( hu- 
manly ſpeaking) to communicate all His Mercies and Bleſſings. Next, to the Saints and 
Angels, who rejoice in the Comforts of their Companicns, as if they were their own.

F the Ignorant look upon PRINTING 
8 without admiring It; it is, becauſe they 
do not underſtand the ſame: The Learned 
have always judged far otherways; and 
have, with Reaſon, thought, That, for 
almoſt the Three Ages wherein this 
Wonder hath been ſeen in Europe, the 
Wit of Man did never invent any Thing 
that was either more lucky, or more uſe-

This Truth is ſo univerſally acknowledged, that it needs no 
Proof: Every one knows, that, without this marvellous Art, 
the Studies, Labours, and Works of great Men, would have 
been of no Uſe to Poſterity.

Art, for the Knowledge of the Works of the old Philoſophers, 
Phyſicians, Aſtronomers, Hiſtorians, Orators, Poets, Lawyers, 
Theologues; and, in a Word, of all that hath been writ upon any 
Art, and Science whatſoever. It is by the Means of PRINTINe, 
that Theologues do attain to the ſacred Myſteries of our Reli 
gion; That the Doctors of Law, do teach thoſe admirable 
Laws, which do regulate the Society of Men; That Hiſtorio. 
graphers do furniſh us with Examples, which we are either to 


follow or ſnun; That Aſtronomers do make every Day ſuch 


fine Diſcoveries in the Heavens. It is this very Art which fur: 


« niſheth Phyſicians with Means to preſerve and recover the 


Health of Man's Body ; Which diſcovereth to Philoſophers the 
more hid Secrets of Nature; Which furniſheth Geometrictan; 
with Ability to meaſure the Earth; And to Arithmeticians, to 
give every Man his Due. In fine, what would the Moderns know 
in any one Science, and Art, if PkINTING did not furniſh 
them with All that the Ancients found out? All the Elogiums 
which we make of PRINTING, and the Honours which we 
pay to It, come far ſhort of It's Merit: And we cannot but eaſily 
conſent to this, if we conſider the vaſt Expences which the An- 
cients were obliged to be at, in procuring Manuſcripts ; where 
of I ſhall give here a few Inſtances. 
Galen ſaith, in his Commentary upon the Third of the Fpade- 
micks, and upon the Firſt Book of the Nature of Man, That Prob. 


 meus Philadelphus gave to the Athenians 15 Talents, with Exemp- 


tion from all Tribute, and a great Convoy of Proviſions, fo! 
the Autographs and Originals of the Tragedies of Eſchylus, Sc 
phocles, and Furipides. ; 

But there is no need of Proofs ſo far off, fince we want not 
Examples in modern Authors, among whom James Picolomini, 
Cardinal of Pavia, having intreated Donatus Acciaiolus to buy 
him Joſephus, had for an Excuſe, That it was too dear:

And after having refuted what is above ſaid, both 
as to the Printing of the Rabbi Joſephus Karro's Book, and the 
Teſtimony of Adrian Junius, of which hereafter, he tells, 
That this Invention is owing to JOHN GUTTEMBERG of 
Strasburgh, who was aſſiſted by JoHN Fus r, or FAus Tus, 
in the Year 1440; or rather, according to others, to Favs Tus 
only, who was aſſiſted at Mentz in the Expences he was at, in 
putting this Art in Practice, by Jo RN GUT TEMBEAG and 
PETER SCHOEFFER, Son-in-law to FausTus.

Auguſtin's Confeſſions were printed. 


But what Berthius relates, in his Third Book of the Deſcription 
of Germany, ſpeaking of Mentx, is ſufficient in my Opinion to 


determine the Controverſy, viz. That Petrus Scriverius had let 
him ſee this Speculum Salutis, the Fellow whereof was in the Li- 
brary of the Celeſtines at Paris, which R. P. Becket Bibliothecary, 
had ſhew'd me; as alſo many other Books of the Firſt Edition, 
(which make one of the principal Curioſities in that Li- 
brary) printed by Cos TIER, wherein he had obſerved, That 
each Page had been printed on one Form or Board cut out, and 
as it were engraven, and not with ſeparate Letters. Whence 
we may judge, that Cos 1ER found out at Harlem the PRIX. 
TING with a Board or Form, as the Chineſe do; and that 
FAus Tus, and SCHOEFFER, had 
invented at Aſentx, the moveable Characters, and ſeparating 
the one from the other, for compoſing Syllables, Words and 
Pages, as is practiſed now a-days.
